Washington, Sopt. 19. — Soorotaty 
Greoham this afternoon made public cable- 
grams from Amoriean representatives in 
China Ind Korea which officially confirm 
tho report of tho decisive engagements an- 
nounced in the despatches yeaterday. Two 
of the cablegrams reachod Washington late 
last night and oarly this morning, but on 
account of errors in transmitting ciphor, 
they were not translated until nearly -'! 
o'olock thia afternoon. 

Tho firBt camo from Minister Dun at 
Tokio, Japan, and waa dated September 
IS; it was as follows: "Sill, saya 'please 
cible tho stato department that the Chinese 
army woe totally annihilated at Pliang 
Yung on Soptember HI." Mr, Sill is U. 
8. Minister at Seoul, Korea, and Pliang 
Yung ia identical with Plug Yang, the dis- 
crepancy in spelling being due to tho dif- 
ference in tho Chineae and Japanese pro- 
nunciation. As cablo tolegruphio com- 
munication is understood to be destroyed 
between Seoul and Japan thia messngo wns 
probably sent by steamer to Nagasaki and 
thonoo to Tokio by wiro. 

Officials at the Stato department think 
that the Jupuneeo in tho north of Korea 
must havo established a military telegraph 
lino with Seoul for thoir own purposes of 
communication, otherwise Minister Sill 
could not havo loomed of the battle on tho 
16th and reported it ao promptly. 

Tho second cablegram was from chargo 
d'atfairs Charlee Denby at Pekin, dated 
September IS, which simply announced : 
" Telegraphic cjmmunic ition between Pekin 
and tho ChineBe army in Korea ia out off." 

This ia taken by tho officials of the Stato 
department to indicate how thorough was 
tho defeat of the ChineBO at Ping Yang on 
Monday, and as corroborating Minister Sill's 
uso of the words " Totally annihilated." Of 
course it is not understood that the Chineso 
soldiers wero annihilated but that the Man- 
ohuriuu army organizition was utterly de- 
stroyed, including its means of communica- 
tion with Pekin. 

Tho third dispatch, also from Mr. Denby, 
was dated Pekin, Septembsr 19, and waa 
aa follows : " Naval engagement ofT North 
Korea, 17th ; five Chinese and three Japan- 
eso vessels reported to be destroyed. Fleet 
at Port Arthur." 

It^a presumed that tho Chineao wont to 
Port Arthur and that the newa of tho battle 
reached thera from Pekin. If it was the 
Japuneao fleet that readied Port Arthur, 
aome Japantso statement of tho engagement 
would be obtainable. This dispatch, there- 
fore, causes much unoaaineea as to the 
whereabouts of the remaining Japaneeo ves- 
sels, as the Chineao admiral was reported to 
have beon degraded some time ago for per- 
mitting the Japanese lleot to pass Port 
Arthur and enter tho Gulf of Pechili, there- 
by threatening Tientsin and enabling them 
to roaoh the Yalu river. Several officials 
think that, notwithstanding tho heavy Iobs 
of the Chinese, several of tho veBBela may 
havo been transports and that the re- 
mainder of tho Chinese squadron may have 
caught qho Japanese veFaola in a trap. 

BERLIN, Sept. 19 — The Japanoso Prince 
Yamashina, who ia now attached to the 
German army has been recalled to assume 
un important command under tho Japanese 
flag in Korea. 

Ping Yang, Koroa, Sept. 19. —Every 
hour adds to the crushing eharactor of the 
OnineBe defoat. Tho total Chineao loss ia 
now said to bo over 17,000 killed, wounded 
and prisonere. The Chineso prisonera who 
uro not wounded number 14,500. It ia pro- 
bable that this number will be increueed 
within tho noxt few days by tho prisoners 
who are being constantly brought in by 
Japaneao cavalry. Besides Gen. Tbo Fonk 
Fai, oommander-in chief of the Manchurian 
army, who surrendered ouly when badly 
wounded, tho Japaneeo captured Gens, Tbo 
Paok Woi, Wei Ink Wei, Nayu Kow Eng 
and Sol Kin Let:, practically all the effective 
Chineso Btalf The Chinese prisoners aro to 
be sent to Japan in batches of 1,000 in 
Japanese transports. 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 19 — An Imperial edict 
haa been issued, depriving Viceroy Li Hung 
Chang of his threo-eyed peacock feather be- 
o »u8o of hia mismanagement of the Koroan 
campaign. 

Tho CP. R. tolograph oflico hero was noti- 
fied from London yesterday that *• tho Great 
Nortborn roports Siberian land linos re- 
stored. Meosagea for Chiua and Japan will 
now bo accepted. Tho Saigon and Bangkok 
lines aro still interrupted." 



EZ ETA'S POSITION. 

Excitement In Sun Salvador Over tho Possibil- 
ity of Kr.eta's Escape— Another 
Revolution. 

New York, Sept. I!) —A special from San 
Salvador says : Thoro is considerable ex- 
citement hero ovor tho news from San Fran- 
oisco that tho Btcamor San Bias arrived too 
Jato to allow of the presentation of tho ovi- 
denco sent from hero, which it is boliovod 
would havo incurred tho surrender of An- 
tonio Ezota. Tho refusal to nocept the toati- 
mony ia regarded horo aa an attempt to 
ahiold Ezota and his companions, Some of 
Ezsta's friends horo any they sent powerful 
testimony in hia favor by tho same Bteamer. 
It ia rumored that the government is in 
poseeasion of proof that Antonio 
Ezota had u tecrot arrangement 
with Vurrjucz to revolutlonlzo all 
Central Amurio and that Carlos Ezota and 
aome rich Amcrioana aro in it. Tbo plan is 
to havo Antonio E/.Jtu invade Guatemala, 
entoring from tho north, whore there is 
much discontent among the people, und 
thonoo march aouth, joinod by the Guate- 
mala malcontents. 

Gonoral Cordova, who arrivod from Costa 
Rica a few days ago, hna beon in consulta- 
tion with public men and ho denies that 
Vasquo:; wants to take part ia a general 
Central American revolution. President 
Barrios, of Guatomalo, ia said to havo pro- 
posed to Preaidont Gutierrez that Salvador 
join Guatemala in resiating tho claims of 
Mexio, and that Gutierroz rofueed. 



GOVERNOR OF NEW YORK. 

Hon. Levi E P. Morton the I-effiiWk^Mi Candi- 
date— His Record.' 

Sahatooa, Sept. 19.— Hon. Levi P. Mor- 
ton yesterday received tho Republican 
nomination for tho govornorahip of Now 
York. The platform adopted reforred to 
nutional aiTiirs as follows : 

" The Democratic President of tho United 
States and tho Democratic chairman of tho 
Ways and Means committee of tho Houao 
have announced that the war against the 
protected industries of the country has but 
juBt begun, and that it ia to bo prosecuted 
to the bitter end. On bohalf of the wage- 
earner, the agriculturist, the buuinesa man, 
and every Bacrod interest in the Empiro 
State of the Union, tho Republican party of 
the Stato of Now York, in convention as- 
sembled, accepts the ohallengo and plodgea 
itself to defend against all assaults tho 
rights of the workingman and his employer, 
both wantonly invaded by reckless dema- 
gogues." 

In tho courao of his speech nominating 
ex-Vico prosident Morton, General B. F. 
Tracoy said : " jTelloW delagatee of the con- 
vention, a grave reBponiibility rests upon 
the Republican party of New York, It ia 
our duty to placo in nomination to-day a 
man who Is not only able to carry tho Btato, 
but ono who will win a victory of such mag- 
nificent proportions as to satisfy the people 
of tho nation and the people of the commer- 
cial world that the Republicans are coming 
back to power in 1890, and are coming back 
to Btay." 

Hon Lovi P. Morton wav vice preaidont 
of tho United Stales during Harrison'8 ad- 
ministration. Ho ia 70 yeara old. Charlee 
T. Saxton who received tho nomination for 
Lieut. -Governor waa born in 1S40 and at 
tho ago of 15 enliBted in a New York volun- 
teer regiment, whero he Borved until tho 
cIobo of the war, rotiring with tho rank of 
aorgeant major at tho age of 19. Ha waa ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1SG7. In 1S8G he waa 
elected to tho assembly on tho Republican 
ticket and was re elected in 18SS and 1889 
In 1889 he was oleotod to tho atate Benato 
and waa particularly active in the promo- 
tion of the reform measurea. In 1890 he 
Bucceeded in BeouriDg tho paasago of the bill 
known aa the " Saxton Ballot-Reform Bill." 
He is noted for his brilliant advocacy of 
every moasuro for tho benefit of the peoplo. 
Ballot reform, high license, tho corrupt 
practices act of 1S90, and the univoraity ex- 
tenaion bill, all had his vigorous support. 
Senator Saxton is a prominent momber of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. 

The Tribuno says : " Mr. Morton has 
easily won tho Republican nomination for 
governor, yet not without auch earnest and 
honorablo opposition aa amply warrantod 
tho efforts in behalf of other candidates. 
The convention haa proved the abound- 
ing vitality of the party, and 
clearly expressed the prevailing expecta- 
tion of a Republican victory. Mr. 
Morton possesses many elements of 
strength, which nobody has ever thought 
of depreciating and least of all the 
aagaciouB Democrats who will have to 
lead hope which they themaelves pronounce 
forlorn.

St, John, N.B., Sept. 19.— Hon. Frank 
Wood, for many yeara representative of 
Queens county in the local legislature, and 
later Legislative Councillor up to its aboli- 
tion, ia dead. He was tho most extensive 
farmer in his county and a man of consider- 
able wealth. 

Obituary. 

London, Sept. 19.— Lieut.-Col. Moffatt, 
one of London's oldeBt citizens, prominent 
in military circles and masonic and civic af- 
fairs, is dead, in his 74th year.

Horrible Death. 

Halifax, N.S., Sept. 19.— Major Berei- 
ford, of tho Royal Engineers of the North 
American station, mot with a horrible death 
this morning. He has been in charge here 
for a short period only, and boarded with 
hia wife and child at the Halifax hotel. He 
waa on the roof garden of tho hotel this 
morning, five stories from the ground, and 
falling off struck tho stono pavement below 
on hia head, crushing it in, aoattering his 
brains and breaking his neck. He waa 
picked up dead. Ho was about 50 yours of 
age and a vory efficient officer. 

Murder Most Foul. 

PETEEBORO, Sopt. 19. —What waa prob- 
ably a most foul murder was perpetrated a 
few miles south of Millbrook on the Port 
Hope road. Mr. H. A. Walker, well known 
in Petorboro and tho Burrounding country, 
was found dead on tho roadside. Ho was 
returning from Port Hope nf 'er delivering a 
load of cheese. Deceased waa about G2 
yeara of age. He waa posaeaaed of conaidor- 
able means. 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

A Choleraic Disease Among the Icelandic Set- 
tlers-Verdict of Wilful Murder. 

WINNIPEG, Sept. 19.— (Spesiul)— Reporto 
have reachod hero from Gimlit that a disea80 
resembling cholera haa broken out among 
tho Icelanders on tho Icelandic river. The 
viotim is seizod with a fit of coughing, ac- 
companied by violent pains in the Btomach 
and bad attaoks of diarrheal, Three deaths 
occurrod in one houae within two daya after 
five houra' aickneea. Soverul others wore 
afflicted in tho same mannor but no further 
deathB aro roported. The Provinc.al Ibard 
of Health have taken action regarding tho 
alarming nows and will inatruct Dr. Mookie, 
of Portage La Prairie, to at once proceod to 
tho Lake. An Icolandor who haa just ar- 
rived in tho city from tho settlement, says 
tho doaths are duo to summer complaint. 

A verdict of wilful murder has been ren- 
dered by tho coronor's jury in tho Filo Hills 
murder. 

Alfred Tourand, aged M, living with his 
grandfather, Goo. Fisher, at Fort Qu' Ap- 
pollo, und who waa attending 8chool here, acci- 
dontly Bhot himself fatully while hunting 
duckB.

METHODIST CONFERENCE. 

Visited by Delegates From the Presbyterian 
General Assembly— An Enthusiastic 
Reception. 

London, Sopt. 19.— (Spooial)— At the 
Methodist Conference Rev. Dr. Stew- 
art introduced the following dele- 
gates from the Presbyterian Gon- 
oral Assembly : Rov.

No mora notable day will bo aeon at the 
Tacoma interatato fair than Saturday, which 
has boon oet apart for British Columbia. 
Great preparations aro being niacin by the 
Tacoma poojVo to make tho event tho groat 
oat ouo in tho history of tho fair, and to wol 
como tho visitors from British Columbia and 
properly entertain them daring their atuy 

Judging by tho rapid aalo of tiekota and 
tho way ataterooniB aro being engaged bo 
foro hand, tho excursion from Victoria un- 
der tho patronage of tho Lieut. -Governor 
and tho auspices of tho Board of Trade, the 
Mayor aud Council aud tho B. C. Agrioul 
tural Association, iu going to bo a huge sue 
cubs, Tho steamer Islander leaves tho C 
P. N. wharf at 7 o'clock Saturday morning 
for Tacoma, the B. (\ B. G. A. band in uni 
form accompanying tho excursionists. Ar 
riving at Tacoma a steam launch with a uum 
ber of prominent men aboard will meet tho 
Islander to extend a wolcomo to tho visitors.

Tho big dis- 
play of fireworks will include among 
other features a grand illumination produced 
by tho simultaneous display of prysmatio 
liree; floral fountain batteries; innumerable 
rockets of beautiful designs; colored geysers; 
mammoth willow tree ahells; a revolving 
comet; a sunburst and other devicea, includ- 
ing a revolving pyramid and will wind up 
with an aerial bouquet.

inont officials of tho Canadian Paeifio rail- 
way have boon interviewed by tho Colonist 
correspondent in reforonco to the statement 
in the Soattlo papers that tho C. P.R. wero 
making a bid for the Sound trado by running 
tho Auatralian and Oriental ateamers to Ta- 
coma, thus starting direct competition with 
tho American lino. Thoy wero also asked 
aa to the report that the atoamer Haytian 
Republic had been purchased to run between 
hero and the Sound to catch the trade until 
tho other schema had been got in operation.

Defeat of the Chinese Navy at Yalu 
River Corroborated 
Fully. 



Japanese Now Practically in Posaes- 
8lou of Korea-Crippied War- 
ships at Port Arthur. 



London, Sept. 19 — A Shanghai dispatch 
from a Chineso sourcB, reports ft naval en- 
gt£oment ut the mouth of tho Yalu rivor 
between the Chinese Northern etjuadron 
and tho Japanese fleot, lesting six hourr. 
The Chinese warships Vang Woi and Chae 
Yung caught fire and were run ashore. The 
Chen Yuen aad King Yuen wore sunk and 
four Japanese vcstoU Hulf .red tho same fate. 
Tho remainder steamed away and tho Chi- 
nese then suojeedod in lunding the troops 
from the troopships which the squadron was 
convoying. Some of the troopships aro be- 
lieved to havo been sunk. The Chineso 
Admiral Ting was Bovorely wounded. After 
the engagement the Chinese vessels pro- 
caeded to Wei Hii Wei. Great consterna- 
tion provails in Pekin. Tho Emperor is 
determined to assume tho management of 
affairs, but Bucha step is not favored by tho 
gcyersmcnl nlliciojis, who say suoh a course 

bjneath iiiu digu.ty. 

Tho foreign offioe has reoclved a oablo- j 
gram from Tientsin confirming tho report of j 
tho naval battle at Yalu river. Tho bottle 
was fought on tho 17 'h. Tho Japanese at- 
tacked tho ChineBo veseols while landing 
troops. Tho Chinese lost the naval vessels 
Chen Yuen, Chae Yung and Yang Wei. 
Three Japaneso veesels are supposed to havo 
boeu eunk. A largo number of Chinese 
were killed, among them Admiral Ting, Col. 
van Hunenken and a volunteer named Tyler. 
Tho Cnioeso suocoeded in lauding a largo 
force. 

As far as tho aotivo operations of tho Chi- 
nese iu Korea aro cor c srnod the war is prac- 
tically at an end. Unless tho Koreans who 
have Bhown sympathy with tho Chinese and 
a few detached bands of the Chineso suc- 
ceed in getting another army to Korea, that 
country will remain in the undisputed pos- 
session of tho Japanese, and, in view of tho 
previous reports received ub to tho terrible 
condition of tho roads in tho north and tho 
utter impossibility of moving guns and sup- 
plier southward, it is not likely that there 
will be any more lighting of impor-ao.ee iu 
Korea duting the present year. It in hopod 
that the victory may servo as a basis for 
peace negotiations. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Berlin 
says: Nows has Itetn received here tint 
Prince Tzing, tho head of the foreign oflice 
at Pekin, has induced the emperor to order 
that henceforth no Chinese viceroy Bhall 
meddle with Chineso affaire This order af- 
fects Li Hung Chang and the v o iroys of 
Nankin, Canton, Manchuria and Kashgar. 
The emperor of China has received letters 
from Korean noblea and generals, aR6uring 
his majeBty of their fidelity in spite of tho 
king or Korea's declaration of independence. 

The Central News says; After the first 
feeling of surprise, at the Japanese viotory 
has worn off, it is admittod by experts who 
know tho respeotive qualities of the armies 
that tho result is a natural one. Marshal 
Yamagata, the Japaneso commander in 
chief, was trained is the European schools, 
and tho other Japanese cominandera and 
Btaff officers were similarly eduoatod. The 
bast friends of the Chinese do not believe 
them capable of holding the porta on the 
Gulf of Peohili agaiDst the Japanese. 

The \Yeatminatcr Gazette, commenting on 
the reported engagement between the 
Chinese and Japanese, says, if the newa be 
true, it ia the greatest naval battle ever 
fought under modorn conditions. The 
piper believes that the admission from 
Chineso aonrces of serious Iosbos is conolu 
sive proof that the Japanese were victorious 
in every particular. It adds : "\Vo aro 
told the Japaneae are careful students of 
Captain Manan, ot the American navy, and 
they have opparently Btudied to some pur- 
pose." 

Washington, Sept. 19. — Tho state de- 
partment haa received the following from 
Pekin : " Thero was a naval engagement off 
the north of Korea on tho 17th. Five 
Chineso and throe Japanese veesels are re- 
ported destroyed. Tho fleet is at Port 
Arthur." The department also received the 
following : " Telegraphic communication 
between Pekin and tho Chiueno army in 
Korea is cut off." A dispatch from Yoko- 
hama Bays tho U, S. Minister for Korea 
telegraphs : " Tho Chineso army was totally 
annihilated at Ping Yang on the 18th of 
September." 

NEW Yoke, Sept. 19 — A Shanghai dis- 
pstob dated to-dav. Bays a number of ollicoia 
and a dozen crippled Chinese warships have 
arrived at Port Arthur. The survivors say 
that while the Chinese fleet were 
reconnoiteriog and with sevorul troop 
ships Bearing the mouth of the 
Vain river, the Japanese attacked and sunk 
the C'hine«e cruisers Chi Hueo and King 
Yuon. Six hundred officers mid men wore 
drowned. Tho Chinese warships Chao 
Yung and Yang Wei, grounded iu shallow 
water while manoeuvring. It is belioved 
that some of the transports wore Bunk, al- 
though most of them succeeded in landing 
the troops. ThoChin-iee Inss was 1500 killed 
and wounded, and the Japanese Iobb was 
one thousand. None of tho Chinese officers 
know tho names of tho Japanese vcsboIb said 
to bo destroyed.

A FOOLISH BOASTER. 

It appears that somo of the Labor leaderB 
hava not learned tho lesson that tho experi- 
ence of the past few months is calculated to 
teaoh. They have not realized that u labor 
movement in order to succeed must havo bo- 
hind it an upproving publio opinioD. 
Neither have theso leaders discovered that 
the member? of labor organizations in the 
uggregate form an inconsiderable minority 
of the population of the country. They do 
not form anything liko a majority of oven 
the working claBB. The leaders and mem- 
bora of lubjr organizations ought to see 
that, if they arrayed themselves 
BgainBt all other claesoB of the com- 
munity, as thoy did a few weeks ago, 
they will hive to calculate upon tho deter- 
mined, and to a groat extout, tho organized 
opposition of all tho other classes. 

Mr. Hayes, Grand Secretary of tho 
Knights of Labor, whon ho told tho Cana- 
dians a little while ago that there would bo 
ono more general striko which would cover 
tho United States and Canada and would 
last a long time, evidently did not see the 
host of enomies whioh organized labor would 
mako for itself by thus declaring war againBt 
the people of the United States and Canada- 
For that is precisely how such a strike 
would bo regarded by the inhabitants of 
both countries. They would see in it a con- 
test for supremacy between tho constitu- 
tional governments of tho countries 
and the labor organizitions. If tho 
labar organizations should on u pro- 
concerted signal simultaneously stop 
work, they would subjoct tho inhabitants of 
both countries to great iuconvonieneo, but 
thoy would also raise against them un oppo- 
sition determined to light tho issue out to 
the bitter end. The poople of tho United 
Stuteo and Canada would never submit to 
bo ruled by the labor organizations. Rail- 
way men, manufacturers, and others would 
at onco get labor wherever it could bo ob 
tainod, am! then if the strikers denied tho 
right of non-union mon to work where thoy 
could got employment, and if thoy attempted 
to dictate to employers whom thoy should 
hiro, the power of Government would be in- 
voked to protect non-uuioniBts and 
employers in tho exoroiso of their 
rights. It is possible that tho 
strikors would organizo resistance to the 
Government, and a civil war would bo tho 
result. A littlo rcllection would show that 
tho oddB against tho strikers would bo im- 
monso. It would not take them long then 
to Dnd how few thoy were in comparison 
with those who would considor it thoir duty 
and their interest to withstand thorn. 

The picture which Mr. Hayes draws may 
appoar to some unthinking persons an at- 
traotivo ono. Ho is dosoribod us saying: 

"Every labor organization in both onnn; 
trios would stop work simultaneously, 
blocking all industry and transportation, 
reducing communities to starvation, and 
completely paralyzing society, Tho resul 
would be that tho demands of lubor would 
be complied with and labor would rulo the 
country unopposed for many yours there- 
after." 

Tho "result" would be very different in- 
deed. Organized labor having made ene- 
mies of tho mon of evory othor class in tho 
community, would in a very short timo be ut- 
terly deflated. It would bolookeduponastho 



onemy of freedom and good order, and men 
would considor themsolveB justified in mak- 
ing stringont laws to put it down, and to 
keep it down. Suoh a strike as Mr, Secre- 
tary Hayes boustfully describes would, wo 
bolieve, bo ruinous to tho cauEO of organized 
labor. It would, no doubt, do an immense 
amount of harm and ciubo great autfering, 
but tho unionists would themselves bo tho 
.greatest suffdrers, Their attempt to prevent 
free muu from working when they choso and 
for whom they pleased, would of itsolf do 
them irreparable damage in the estimation 
of all fair-minded men ou'sido their own 
ranks, and their disregard of and want of 
consideration for tho intureats and conveni- 
ence of all other olussts would estrange 
them from the rest of thoir follow-citi/.euB 
and caUBo them to bo regarded with distrust 
and dislike. 



ORE A TLY O VERCOLORED. 

Tho Montreal Witness is known in all 
parts of tho Dominion to bo a religious 
newspaper. It ia to be.expootod, therefore, 
that its statements of fact are accurate and 
can bo relied upon implicitly. Wo are 
sorry to have to say that, as far as British 
Columbia is concerned, its oditorial remarks 
upon Mr. Lauder's reception in tho Woat aro 
wido of tho truth. It has either been 
grossly misinformed by its own correspond 
onta, or it has been credulous enough .to 
placo faith in tho highly colored accounts of 
partisan papers. Our readers can judge for 
themselves how far tho following glowing 
description of Mr. Lauricr's progress applies 
to this Province : 

Notwithstanding this record, tho North- 
west Territories, Manitoba aud Hritish 
Columbia havo received Mr. Luurier with, 
if possible, even more enthusiasm than is 
shown in tho Province of Ontario. Thou 
sands of peoplo crowded tho railway Btatiou 
for hours before his arrival in ordor that 
thoy might get a glimpse of him and join in 
the cheering. Tho towns and cities have 
beou decorated, business virtually suspend 
od. tho streetB lined with citizens whilo ho 
passed, and his meetings have been almsst 
invariably crowded to overllowing. Serious 
attention haB overywhero been paid by his 
vast audiercoB to all that bo has had to say 
on such questions ub tariff roform, govern 
mental corruption und economical govern 
mont. Tho respect and esteem, and even 
interest, manifested by the Conservatives at 
all points havo beou wondoringly common tod 
upon. 

The only part of tho above account that 
is in accordance with tho facts is tho large 
meetings. So much hud been heard of Mr 
Laurier as au orutor that overy one, Con 
sorvative und Liberal, native and alien, was 
determined to hear him if possible. Tho 
consequence was that tho buildings) in 
which tho leader of tho Opposition spoke 
wore crowded. But as to the enthusiasm, 
both in the buildings aud on the ttreots, 
it was conspicuous by its absence. Mr. 
Laurier was in British Columbia, as ho de 
servod to be, kindly and courteously treat 
ed, but as political demonstrations, his meet 
ings, and his receptions were, wo venture to 
say, a sad disuppointmont to the Liberals 
themselves. Nothing nun bo more absurd 
than to say, as Tho WltneBB dooB, "that 
Mr. Laurier has boen received from Toron 
to to the Pacific Ocean as if ho were a 
great deliverer or a triumphant general." It 
is a pity that tho curiosity and courtesy of 
the Conservatives of British Columbia 
should be so grossly misinterpreted and 
misrepresented by Liberal newspapers, for 
it may have the effflob of preventing their 
paying the public men of tho Liberal party 
who may visit them horeaftor, tho attention 
whioh they may eonaider hospitality, court 
osy and respoct requires. 

A SOUND VIEW. 

" South Africa," a moat ably conducted 
periodical, takes tho propor view of the Ot- 
tuwu Intercolonial Conference. It says ; 

In the history of this world no Empire 
ever before had paid to it such a demonstra- 
tion of regard as that accorded to Great 
Britain in the ciicumstunce in itself alono of 
tho holding of tho Intercolonial Conference 
at Ottawa. For tho Conference assembled 
to consider whut were tho best me ins for 
solidifying tho vast Kmpiro which Great 
Britain, through the skill of her statesmen 
and tho bravery of her sons, has created 
Tho Conference was a tribute of respect and 
affection, If Macaulay could, in his world- 
wide vision of the future of tho British Isles, 
havo witnessed in far Canada tho gathering 
of mon of British descout or in closo 
sympathy with goneroua British rule, 
in serious conclave for tho pur- 
pose of upholding tho British Colonial 
Kmpiro, and consequently tho Empire itself, 
it would havo wiped away from hia im- 
agination the thought of a Now Zealunder in 
tho dim and distant future guzing upon tho 
ruins of St. Paul's. Tho Ottawa (confer- 
ence, indoed, provides a chapter in the 
history of British Imperialism descriptive ot 
how too aoriBund foster children of tho Brit- 
ish Kmpiro, in tho vigor of their manhood, 
from all purta of the Colonial Empire, us- 
sembled at Ottawa for the purpose of 
designing policies in tho interest of stable 
government and reciprocal arrangements 
for the general prosperity of tho Kmpiro. 
Canada in herself affords overwhelming 
evidence of the justlco which characterizes 
British colonization, and tho respect 
which that colonization thoroforo na- 
turally commands from all thoBo who 
huvo tho privilego of boing under tho Bri- 
tish II ig, either immediately by tho circum- 
stance of birth or tho aasuranco of protec- 
tion. To those who come under tho foldB 
of herflig, Grout Britain makes it her duty 
to protoct thorn in her distant Iunda ua if 
thoy wero undor tho protootion of her police 
in tho British Isles themselves. Great Brit- 
ain's strength lies in tho protection of her 
industries in whatever purt of tho world her 
Hug Hies. The splendid Empire she has 
created must bo gripped together by some 
policy, somo undemanding, somo recipro- 
city, somo banding tcgothor for tho goneral 
weal of tho British Kmpiro at largo. That 
Great Britain's Colonics Bhould huvo come 
togother to endeavor to find methods to ful- 
fil this high und patriotic aim must touch 
overy nerve and pffeoc overy libro of tho 
British Constitution. 

Wo find in tho throe late numbers of 
South Africa which v, o havo'received, inter- 
views with Mr. Hofmoyer, Sir Charles Mills 
und Sir Honry l!e Villiors, tho threo dele- 
gates from South Africa. Thoy all consid- 
ered that thoy wnro not in a position to 
spoak frcoly with reapoot to tho proceedings 
of tho Conference, but thoy expressed thoir 



unqualified approval of its objects. They, 
too, wore muoh pleasod with tho treatment 
they received in Canada, and spoke highly 
of the country and its inhabitants. 

QUITE ASTRA Y. 

Tho San Francisco Call is dissatisfied with 
tho part which the British Government hua 
tulten in protecting the seals iu Behring Sou. 
It aiys, umor.g other things: "At tho 
present time the United States appears to 
huvo sufficient ownership in tho seals to im- 
pose upon this Government an obligation to 
protoct, tho souls, but uot sufficient to pro- 
tect them in ila own way." 

Our Sun Franoisoo contemporary uppoura 
to misunderstand the Paris award. That 
uwnrd did not recognize tho ownership of 
tho United States iu tho souls to uny extent 
or under uny circumstances. It did not 
Interfere with tho jurisdiction of tho United 
Statos over its own torritory. Tho Am- 
ericana can do what they liko with the 
souls found on Amoricun aoil anil 
within three miles of the American shore, 
precisely in tho same way as they can regu- 
late the salmon or other fishory within 
those bounds. But in ordor to preservo tho 
souls which uro vuluublo animals and which 
it is the interest of all nations to save from 
extirpation, tho British aud Americana havo 
waived their right to hunt them on tho high 
seas at till times and in every way, und havo 
agreed to comply with cortuiu regulations as 
to a close timo and modes of hunting. 
Theso uro matters of agreement based on 
the understanding that the seula aro not tho 
property of uny nation. Tho Americans 
can prosocuto und punish any ono who kills 
seals or catches coiliim within threo miles of 
their shores in Alaska or any other 
part of their territory. Thoy havo power 
to do this, not because they own tho seals or tho 
coeliish, but becuuso over their own territory 
they have certain sovereign rights — and tho 
sea within three miles of tho shore is by tho 
law of nations regarded us tho territory of 
the nation owning tho shore. Tho Call 
should try to remember that the United 
States has no property in tho seals in Beh- 
ring Sou or uny whero elso. It does not own 
a single ono of thorn, for it has boen decided 
that thoy uro wild creatures, ferce nal uras, 
which aro the properly of all, or of no one 
hut tho man who kills or catches them.

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A THREE-CORNERED FIGHT 

For the Property of Jeuuie Mandeville* 
a Oucu Favorite Actress of 
the Pacific Coast, 

Who Lost Her Life in the Founder- 
iup of the Steamship 
" Pacilic » 

About a j oar ago the Hibernian Savings 
Bank turned over to the Public Administra- 
tor of San Francieco, $4,700 which had been 
in the bank vaulta ainco 1875 without a 
claimant. Now there are no Iobs than Bix 
peraouB clamoring for the money, and what 
promiaoB to bo a bitter three-cornered legal 
fiflht is about to bo mado for its posoeeaion. 

The mouoy was originally deposited in 
the bank by Mrs. Jennio ParBone, who was 
at ono time, away back in the '50' a, known 
aa Jennio Mandeville. She and her atetera, 
Agatha and Alicia, were billed aa the Man- 
deville Siatera, vocalists and comedienue8. 
They were very popular with the public of 
that day, and tor a long time held the boards 
at tho old Theatro Royal on Government 
street, where the Colonist ofiioo now fltunds. 

As early aa :1BU0 Jounie Mandeville began 
to depaaic her aavinga in the bank, and in 
Ib73, whon Bho waa married bo Otis Far- 
aons, Bho had a enug sum to her credit. In 
November, 1835, Parsons, hiawifo and thoir 
only child, then but a year old, took paa- 
sago on tho ill-fated steamer Pacific, from 
this city to San Franaiaco. The steamer 
foundered below Capo Flattery and the Par- 
Bona family, with many other passengers, 
wore drowned. 

For almost bwenty years tho money to 
tho credit ot Mrs. Parsons in the Hibernia 
Bank lay there without a claimant. About 
a year ago it waa turned over to the Public 
Administrator, who advertised for tho 
heirs. 

List May two persons appeared to claim 
the money. They were Beatrice M. Slates 
and William G. Statea of New York, tho 
latter a prominent physician. They are the 
children of a Bister of Mrs. Parsons, and 
through their attorneys luid claim to tho 
whole estate aB the only surviving hoira. 
Aa their proof of kinship waa perfect there 
aeenied to be no obstacle in the way of their 
comitg into posaeasion of tho property, and 
measures were being taken to effect a dis- 
tribution of tho estato when a stop 
waa put to the proceedings by a claim 
made by three residents of Freano. These 
counter claimants aro E C. ParaonB, Tal- 
eatt Parsons and Mary IV. Wnelan. Through 
thoir attorneys they preeentod a petition iu 
which they claim to be the children of Otis 
ParaonB by hia first wife, and aa auoh en- 
titled to the estate left by him. Tho claim 
ia set up that in such a o*taatrophe aa befell 
tho Parsona family tho law presumes that 
tho husband, being the hardier, eurvivea the 
wife, evon though they perish under the 
same conditions. If tho estate under con- 
sideration wae her own individual property 
both the husband and son were entitled to 
their re8pective shares. By the death of 
the soo his share goea to the father, whose 
heirs can olaim the bulk of tho estato. If it 
was community property then the wife's and 
aon'a shares fall to the father and hia heirs, 

The proceedings that followed the riling 
of this claim have been stopped by the ap- 
pearance of another heir. This new liti- 
gant is Minnie Adatna-Brooke, a resident of 
Chicago. Through her attorney, P. L. 
Koscialow6ki, she asked that tho court 
award her the entire entate of Mrs. Jennio 
ParsonB. To substilute her claim Mr. 
KoscialowBki has in preparation papers by 
which she will establish her identity as the 
daughter of Mra. Jennio Paraons by 
former mairiage. It will bo shown that 
Jennie Thorne, othorwiae Jennio Mande- 
ville, wa8 married to George AdamB prior to 
her visit to the Pacific Coasi, and that the 
claimant ia the only surviving issue of that 
marriage. After the death of George 
Adams hia widow came to California and 
married Paraons. 

It will also bo ahown by the testimony 
of persons who aurvivod the wrook of the 
Pacifio that whon tho ahip foundered tho 
passengera were ordered to take to the 
boats. An attempt was made to place the 
women and children in tho boatB first, and 
Mra. Parsons and her infant child were 
among the firet to bo lowered over the aido 
of the vessel. Tho ctlicors were not able to 
control tho panic-stricken passengers, and 
some jumped from the deck of the steamer 
into tne boats. In this wild fcramble tho 
child of Mrs. Parsons waa killed. 

The boat finally got away and wus clofloly 
followed by the one in which was Mr. Par- 
eons. When but a few liuudred yards separ- 
ated them from the sinking veseel this lattor 
boat was capaiz-d and its occupsnta wore 
all drownfd. When i e r the shore tho firat 
b>at, which held Mra. Parsons, waa upset in 
the breakers and eho and many others wont 
to the b )ttom. 

Oj this testimony and on other stalutoiy 
grounds Miunio Adams- lirooko bas?a her 
claim to tho wholo estato left by her mother. 
Aa the contest involves many curious legal 
(juestiocs tho light for tho proporty of the 
actress bids fair to by one pf unusual in- 
terest, 



A SEALING hUIT. 

RtJotoCer of the North American Commercial 
Company to the ('IkIiiib of the 
United States. 



Sim FRANCISCO, Sept. 18 —Tho suit of 
tho United Statea against tho North Ameri- 
can OOmtnerolal company, recently onlorod 
in tho oirouit court ot Now York, is of 
considerable interest to tho people of Hub 
coast. The government hu« put in a claim 
for §130,187-50 against t.ho commercial com- 
pany, alleging a breach of contract end a 
failure of tho commercial company to pay 
the annual rental of $00,000 a year, plus t.he 
S9.G2 1 2 for each seal killed as stipulated in 
the coutraoo. L'oyd Tevis, who ia president 
of the North American commercial coin- 
pony , eaya tho euit is a frieud'y one, and 
that if was brought by ogroement in the 
New York court for the convenience of tho 
government, and- in -ordiT., too, that un 
oorlier hearing might be hod. 

" Tho suit has been brought so that a 
basis of settlement between tho company 
and the government may bo reached," Baid 
Mr. Trevis, " and wo expect to have a de- 
cision from the supreme court somo time 
thiB fall. The government^ olaim against 
us is for something over §130,000, being the 
rental of two seal islands leased to UB. In 
our answer wo claim damages against tho 
government io tho amount of t5283.72u. Of 
courso tho qOeition ia how can tho govern- 
ment own un money for seals that wo failed 
to catch ? Bi t tho answer is not far to 
seek. Under tho terms of the contract we 
were allowed to kill 00 000 soala the firBt 
year and 100,000 each succeeding year, dur- 
ing tho twenty yeara of tho leaae. Now, 
during the fitst. year we killed lesa than 20,- 
000 etiuls, owing to the regulations enforced 
upon ub by the fode ral povernmont. 

During tho second year wo wcro permit- 
ted to tube no scale at all. This was be- 
cause of international complications and the 
operation of what was called tho modua 
vivendi. The government itself killed 7, f>00 
seals for tho sustenance of natives during 
the year and Bold uu tho hides. Our olaim 
ia that it was tho government itself who 
broke the contract with the North Ameri- 
can commercial company, and, that, there- 
fore wo aro entitled to the damages named 
in our answsr to tho auit. Of courao, we 
killed thesa 7,500 aoals that wero Blain for 
food, but wo killed them for tho government 
and under its diroctfon. They wero not 
killed under tho terniB of tho coutraot, but 
the contract was abrogated entiroly while 
tho modua vivendi wus in operation, nonce 
nur losa was considerable. W'o have refused 
to pay 'the rental of flit), 000 a year because 
aa wo hold, tho contract has been invalidated 
by tho goverumrnt. Tho 7,500 seala slain 
for food wero aa nothing to our company. 
We had u right to expect to take 100.000 a 
year and when this right was denied us the 
contruot with tho government coaBed to 
oxist."

Of late he had been employed as 
waiter on one and another of the Sound 
steamers. He went to Seattle about a yoar 
ago, rooming with Joseph Weinberg at tho 
Clifton houte, Bouth Fifth street. He had 
been out of luck for aotne timo but had 
juBt secured a position on the steamor Idaho. 
When last seen he appeared in good spirits 
over tho change in hia luck and expressed a 
determination to braco up and try to hold 
tho job. 

Chantroll possessed qualitien which would 
have lifted him fur above hio lust station in 
lifo but for hia fatal habit. Ho was wout to 
turn out exceedingly clever pen f-kotches for 
the amuaoinont of hia friends. He was also 
very fond of poetry, quantities of which he 
would repeat to friends on alight provoca- 
tion. It would appear that ho occassionally 
ventured on composition himself, aa the fol- 
lowing was found jotted down on an envel- 
ope in the pocket ol tho deceased :

Tho remainder of tho loltor referred to the 
life of Tennyson, and how ho had thrown 
hia lifo away.

A By-Law to Enable tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to raiao the sum 
of $150,000 for Water Works Tur- 
posos. 

Wboroas it to oxpodiont and neoossary to 
raiso a. sum of money for extonding and im- 
proving tho supply of wator of tho wator works 
of tho city of Victoria to tho Inhabitants 
thereof, and for that purposo to raiso by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho said city tho mini 
of $150,000; 

And whereas it will require tho sum of 
§7,731 to bo ralsod annually by rato for tho iiay- 
mont of tho new debt and intorest; 

And whereun the wholo ratablo land and 
improvements or real proporty of tho Bald cor 
poratlon of tho City ef Victoria, according to 
tho lo-Bt rovlsod assessment roll for tho yoar 
1894, Is 815,559.370X0; 

And whoreas it will require an annual rato 
of ono half of ono mill in tho dollar for paying 
such now debt and interest; , 

And whoreas this By-law shall not bo altored 
or ropoalcd except with tho conoont t,f tho 
Liou'-onunt Govornor-in Council. 

BO it thoreforo enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of tho corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

Soo. I. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho

00 to $3 per yard, 
according to quality, and is Ofi inches 
wide, so that eight yards will moke a 
full gown with fashionable sleeves and 
a jacket or capo besides. A very stylish 
new suit v?as mado of it for a dressy 
young lady at Saratoga just now. Sho 
will not wear this gown until the 10th 
of September, the date of tho general 
adoption of early fall garments. This 
was of the (latest color seen in granite, 
with many da fltes and flecks of red and 
green showing amid tho gray. The skirt 
was gored in live parts, and tho back 
hung ill gouet plaits. Around the entire 
skirt there was a double rose plaiting of 
dark green surah. The waist was snug 
and round, with brotelles formed of the 
cheviot, with gathered frills of green 
moire an '. a moiro belt. There was a 
sprang basque skirt added of cheviot 
and '..eii' ar!i this, and as epaulets to 
tho largo dr.ipod gigot sleeves were 
braided corn cloth.

NO SURRENDER. 

Alsace and Lorraine Being Necessary For the 
Protection of the Empire Will .Not 
lie Given Up, 

London, Sept. II) —Princo Hismarck re 
cantly received a largo deputation of ad 
mircrs at Varsein, from Stolp, Pomerani* 
and I'osen. After asking the members of 
tho party to cover their hoads eo as to cnabl 
him to do tho' same, aa his old enemy, the 
lumbago, was troubling him, he spoke for 
nearly an hour. He thanked the ineniberi 
of the deputation lor t lie kind wishes cx 
pressed in their speeches, and then di- 
lati '1 on the Polish question. Ho de- 
oUi.d tho Poles could not bo entitled 
to cost votoa in tlio empire. Neither 
Alsace, Lorraine nor I'osen could over be 
given up. Alsace and Lorraine wero neees 
sary for tho protection of Southern Germany 
and I'osen was neceenury fur the protection 
of tho oastcrn frontier. Oneo in the course 
of his speech tlio ex Chancellor was obliged 
to pause for a minute, owing to severe pains 
in the back. Upon tlio concluaion of th 
Prince'd speech the deputation cheered 
heartily him and Princess Bismarok, after 
which patriotic hymns wero snug. A num- 
ber of gifts, products of Poaen, wero pre 
sented to tho Prince.

The Majority of the Schooners Have 
Good Catches-Merclianlni^n 
From Oriental Forts. 



With a favorablo wind, another good 
alzod fleet sailed into port yesterday. Fivo 
are snilerB homo from the Japanese and 
Russian coasts, and two are ships alao from 
Oriental points and here to await ordors or 
charters. One of tho latter, the liritith 
Bhip Capo York, cimo into Royal Roads on 
Tuesday night — after a very rough pasBago 
from Nugusaki, lasting 42 days. She is in 
command of Captain Mitchell. Accompany- 
ing her in the Roads is the British ship 
Lauiison, in charge of Captain Latta, Tho 
Lauriaon comes from Shanghai and also met 
with bad weather. With the return of the 
Boalers, a long list of incidenta can be told. 
Tho Aanie K. Paint, Captain BisBett, made 
a very smart run homo from the Copper is- 
land hunting grounds, Sho was just 16 
days on the passage, and brings a catch of 
2,031 skins, of which 5111 wore taken on tho 
Russian coast to the north of Coppor island. 
Her catch olf Copper island was the second 
largest this year, that of tho Geneva, 5oS, 
being best. Unliko tho Geneva, however, 
she had un uneventful oruiao. Tho Geneva, 
which was one of iho live oealera to arrive 
yesterday, wau not bo furtunato as the Paint 
on tho Japanese Co^st. She got a catoh 
there of 1 0!)(i tkina, and would have done 
better had sho started to work enrjier in the 
year. On Api il 21 tho Geneva lost two of 
her boats, all tho occupants of which nar- 
rowly escaped drowning. While hunting 
they were atruck by a heavy sea and sent 
all mt. The schooner was close by at the time 
and all hands woro rescued, some while 
clinging to vory frail supports. Tho Geneva 
bringa nomo tho and nowa of the death of 
Edgar Smiloy, a young Nova Scotian, who 
had been u hunter on board tho Ocean Belle. 
Beforo leaving for the Northorn oruiBO his 
brothel waa left at Hakodate suffdriug from 
consumption. Edgar remained with the 
schooner though alllicted with the same 
diBoase, and the roault waa hia death before 
tho cruiBe was ended. The schooner AgneB 
Macdouaid, another of the recent arrivals, 
c*nio homo with her main boom 
and bowsprit carried away. On 
September .'1, whilo on her way homo, 
Bho encounterod a heavy gale, during which 
ahe sustained hor injuries, t'iptain Cutler, 
tier popular skipper, rcpnrts having secured 
a catch of 12. 1 SO skinB, but not without ucci- 
dontB. One of his boats, containing Charles 
Williams, hunter, and J. D. Grummettand 
Samuel LewiB, loft tho schooner on the 
morning of a fino day off tho Japaneso cous", 
and tho throo men named are believed to 
have been drowned, as their boat was after- 
wards picked up in tho "open sea by the 
schooner Louis Olsen. On the night of tho 
samo day a strong gale arose, during which 
they no doubt periBhed. Grummett was a 
native of Toronto, and was an unmarried 
man of about years. Charles Williams 
was tho only married man of the three, and 
belonged to Victoria. Lowis was also a 
Victorian, the Bon of Dominion officer Lewis, 
and was about '2U years of ago. 

Fourth in order of arrival was tho 
schooner May Belle, in command of Captain 
Edward Shields. Tho schooner brought 
1. 104 skins, a fair season's catch. For two 
months throe of tho boats wero lost from tho 
schooner, and among the missing ones of the 
crew was Captain Shields himself. Spoak- 
ing of his own exporienccs, tho captain said 
last evening : "I got loBt from my vissel 
on April 10, and was not picked up till the 
24th of the same month. Two other boats 
were los: tho same day my boat got away 
from the schooner. Their crews wero more 
lucky than I was. They wero picked up 
two dayB later by the San Francisco 
aahooner Bonanzj and taken to Yokohama, 
where 1 joined them a month or so later. 
There were two others in the boat besides 
mysolf, and in the four days we were in the 
small craft wo lived on Beal meat and 
nothing olsa. There was one can of salmon 
in our boat, but this wo did not touch aa 
we woro reserving that for emergencies. 
Tho weather, however, all tho time waa 
fair, which, no doubt, proved our salvation. 
On tho fifth doy out from our vessel we 
woro picked up by tho little schooner Walil- 
berg and tuken to Hakoauto, where our 
schooner afterwards called and got ua and 
the other boats' crews whom I brought up 
from Yokohama. 

This was not the only drawback which 
the schooner had. On the Copper island 
coast u fourth boat was lost, and it has not 
Binco materialized, though its safety haB 
been reported. Ita occupanta wero 
Joe Morill (hunter), James Caahin andChas. 
Le Clair. They are all young Victorians. 
On July 20 ihoy left tho schooner, and Boon 
after a thick fug settled down on them. The 
Bchooner at tho timo was about thirty miles 
olf shore, and us the weather was fino and 
tho men knew their beuringH, it is believed 
they aro eafe. Captain Shields hoard beforo 
leaving tho Coast that they had. boon picked 
up by a Russian man of-war and transferred 
to a British cruiser. 

Still another schooner, tho Ponlopo, ar- 
rived at dusk last night with a catch of 1,- 
598 skins. Sho reports having hud a very 
rough passage homo on which sho lost some 
of hor rigging. Among tho vonsols spoken 
by the sealers which have returned aro -. 
Tho Omo on August 24 with 1,520 skins; 
the Sadie Turpol on August 1!) with 1,913 : 
tho Mary Taylor on AuguBt 10 with 1.0GG ; 
the Eppohger, of San Francisco, with 1,200 ; 
Mattio T. Dyer, of Sun Fruncioco, with I,- 
100; and tho Louisa D , of San FrunciBco, 
with 1,728, 

FItOM THE NORTH, 
Tho stoamer Danube roturned from the 
North yeatorduy morning loaded down 
with passengers and salmon. Her salmon 
cargo compriBod 19,000 cases, of which 
5,.'{|)4 cases aro from tho Fodoration Brand 
Canning Co,; 1,321 cases from tho North 
Pacifio Packing Co. ; U.oOl cases from tho 
Bulmorul Cunning Co. ; 4.'iS cases from tho 
Royal Canning and Packing Co ; 5,97") 
from the Rivers Inlet Canning Co ; 250 
cases from tho Alert Bay Canning Co. 
Among the passengers who arrived on tho 
steamer wero tho captain of tho atoamer 
Caledonia and his f umily, who are going to 
Portland to reside for tho winter. The 
Calodouia has been hauled up on tho ways 
at l'ort Simpson and will there remain till 
noxt year. The steamer Chieftain left the 
Slcoona far Victoria on Saturday lust with a 
cargo of dogfiuh oil and will probably arrivo 
in port to day. When tho Danube was 
North, Provincial Officer Donahue, Captain 
Madden of tho atoamer Noll, and some In- 
dians had Started up tho Skccna in canoes 
in search of a couple of stwMhes wanted for 
criminal olioncea, committed several weeka 
ago. Tho Danube's downward trip waa 
plouiant. A concort waa givon aboard on 
Tuesday night and muoli enjoyed.
